W HEN crossing the Indian Ocean you are 
naturally interested in playful schools of 
porpoises racing your ship; In the flying 
fishes, which hae been known to come through a 
porthole; In albatrosses and the great birds some¬ 
times sometimes mistaken for them, which sea¬ 
faring people call "molly-hawks;” and in an occa¬ 
sional passing steamer, beautiful at night when 
glittering with lights from stem to stem. After 
about 10 days out from Western Australia you 
know you are nearing the island of Ceylon. You 
might think some of your friends aboard had 
suddenly become "sniffy" or disdainful as they 
passed you with noses in air, but they would only 
be trying to discover whether 
.... “the spicy breezes 
Blow soft o’er Ceylon’s isle.” 

Many of them have said they detected the fra¬ 
grance of cinnamon far out at sea. 

One morning I awoke to hear on the deck over¬ 
head a continuous shuffling of bare feet, while our 
ship was quite still . A glance through the port¬ 
hole showed the harbor of Colombo, chief port of 
Ceylon. Inside a long breakwater were ocean 
liners, warships, and other craft. Crowding round 
our ship were catamarans (hollowed logs with 
outriggers), carrying natives with native fruits 
and wares for sale, who were boarding the ship. 


Dressing qiilckly and going up the companion 
way I was met by a lady proudly canylng a 
work basket made of porcupine quills. A motley 
crowd was on the deck tr^ng to sell things to 
the passengers. A native would slice off the top 
of a green coconut to sell you a delicious drink 
of the milk; others sold you mangoes, some de¬ 
licious, some tasting a little of turpentine. We 
thought mangoes had best be eaten in one’s bath 
tub. There were articles of silverware beautifully 
chased with Indian patterns, many precious stones, 
especially garnets as I remember, and a great deal 
of doubtful Jewelry. 

A passenger experienced in the Oriental way of 
doing business might hear the price of five dollars 
asked for some article and would counter with an 
offer of 25 cents. Then would follow much talk 
and gesticulation till finally the article would be 
sold for 50 cents. “Why did you ask five dol¬ 
lars?" asks a bystander. “Oh, that was the 
asking price,” is the reply. 

The natives visiting the ships were not all 
saints. During the day, when I was In my cabin, 
I saw a long pole with a hook on the end coming 
through the porthole in the direction of a suit of 
clothes of mine banging on a peg. At that mo¬ 
ment my steward entered the cabin with a tin 
pitcher full of water. He threw the heavy pitcher 
down through the porthole while the hooked pole 
vanished instantly. 

A S you came off the pier to land you were 
confronted with a great number of Jinricksha 
men waiting with their little vehicles on the 
opposite side of the street for you to beckon to 
one of their number, when a dozen would come 
racing across to get you for a fare. Many pas¬ 
sengers liked to be taken to the cinnamon gardens, 
where from one of the thousands of bushes they 
could obtain a little piece of cinnamon bark. 

In the business district of Colombo suits of 
white cotton of European cut were seen, but many 
of the natives were clothed like Ghandi. Some 
rode in little carts which had hoods of matted 
material and were drawn by little oxen which 
had a hump over their shoulders. Visiting the 
seashore among catamarans and coconut palms, 
I came upon a crowd of native men and women 
and children looking intently out to sea. Their 
sons and husbands were out fishing from their 
narrow catamaran and were being attacked by 
sharks—hence the very anxious crowd. Fishing 
there as elsewhere was a very dangerous business, 
a life of sacrifice, reminding of the Scotch song: 
Buy my caller herring! 

Some may call them dainty faring; 

Call them lives of men! 

Near (Colombo is Kandy, which has a famous 
Buddhist temple as well as a fine Christian col¬ 
lege, called Trinity. ’There were two universities, 
the old one of Ceylon ,and a new one, the Royal, 
started in 1920, besides many other schools and 
colleges. 

A ustralians have been found valuable as 
teachers, being “good mixers” with no racial 
feeling, in spite of their home white Aus¬ 
tralia policy. 

Just across the water in India there are 16 
more great universities, many of which have 40 
or 50 affiliated Institutions—part of the plan of 
educating for self-government. It is a mistake to 
suppose that Indians must go to America or Ox¬ 
ford or Cambridge for university education. ’Their 
own universities, such as Calcutta, Bengal, Alla¬ 
habad and others, turn out annually thousands 
of graduates. Calcutta at one time had 26,000 
students but they were found to be too many. 

Ceylon Is very interesting as affording the proof 
that the colored races are not inferior races 
though they have been backward races. Mr. R. C. 
Blumer, a distinguished educator, who has written 
a book called “The Pacific and You,” and who 
taught at Trinity College in Ceylon, says that 
once they are given equal opportunities with the 
whites they are able to hold their own and make 
a V2iluable contribution to the welfare of mankind, 
as is the case with General and Madame (Thiang 
Kai-shek. "Natives of Ceylon and India for many 
years have occupied some of the highest posts in 
the land, as Judges, doctors, university professors, 
ministers of the crown and heads of government 
departments. In Ceylon the greatest surgeon was 
a Tamil (one of the native races of the Island), 
and Europeans flocked to him with the greatest 
confidence in his skill.” 

At Trinity (College in Kandy, the vice-principal 
was a Singhalese, and white professors gladly 
served under him. Tagore, the great Indian poet, 
visited the college. Men and women of a dozen 
different races worked together on the staff, and 
16 different races among the boys slept in the 
same dormitories, sat in the same classrooms, and 
played the same games. A speaker at their old 
boys’ dinner said that life in the college was a 
mixture of Daniel in the lions’ den, the Arabian 
Nights, Harry Lauder, and the Battle of Water¬ 
loo—a way of describing the happy, many-sided 
and robust life of a community of many races. 
In a more marked degree the same happy, tol¬ 
erant conditions are found among the many races 
living together in our Hawaiian islands. 

In the college in Ceylon Mr. Blumer took part 
in a comic tableau in which with long beard and 
hymn-book he approached some dusky natives 
making merry round a fire. He was promptly 
knocked on the head and dumped in the pot, amid 
uproarious laughter by the mingled Singalese, 
Tamil, Malay, Burmese, Burgher and other boys 
Of the college. They knew it was a skit on the 
old notions of missions and they knew better. 
They were familiar with the religious, educational, 
industrial, agricultural, and medical help of able 
men and women. They were grateful for schools 
and hospitals and protection against exploitation. 
A visit to Ceylon is enlightening.
